BABY STEALING ON THE 
PLAINS 


AN EXCITING BUSINESS. 


Domestic Cowi Corralled to Nurture the 


•Wad Tonne Ones—A Sample Hnnt and 
What It Ketted—What Maternal Atfee- 
Uon Will Dare and Do. 
Until within the last five years Jt -was not 


strange or uncommon for buffalo cows and 
ealvts to be found herded with tho wild 
cattle of the ranges, and the spring round nps 
always reported more or less sport for the' 
daring and reckless "cow punchers" with 
buffalo calves. Western men hare at last, 
however, began to realize, with more than a 
little regret, that the large droves of buffaloes 
roamiuz at will over tbe trackless plains of 
the territories formed sights that are forever 
to be lost, and to realize also that the shame- 
ful slaughter of these picturesque brutes has 
been a waste of gold. The fact that the do- 
mesticated buffalo and tiie cross breeds are 
both very valuable and easily herded is jtist 
now giving a new zest to the sport of tiuffalo 
hunting, and the dangers of the chase are in- 
creased ten fold by tho fact that the object 
now is not to kill, but to capture. 


To make prisoners of the young or to bring 


upon one's self the- fierce avenging fury of a 
buffalo cow, by throwing a rope over her 
calf, requires the utmost self possession as 
well as that peculiar daredevil familiarity 
with saddle and horsa which are found so 
fully developed in the range riders of the 
western plains. The hunt is profitless if tho 
calves are Injured, and the preparations for 
the care of the captives are not only minute, 
but necessarily expensive. 
Domestic cows 


are provided as wet nurses, and a constant 
watchfulness is observed over these compul- 
sory foster mothers until they have overcome 
a not unnatural repugnance to their new 
charges. Tho calves, however, whon captured 
and placed in a corral with their nurses, dis- 
play ao excessive modesty in foraging for 
milk, and their impetuous raids upon the new 
commissary are extremely amusing. 


An Important element in the buffalo hunt- 


ing of today is the fact that the females give 
birth to their young very edrly in the spring, 
and the hunt must be accomplished before the 
beginning of the spring round up of cattle, 
or the calves become too strong to capture 
alive. 


A SPECIMEN RAID. 


In February two four horse teams, with 


heavy wagons behind them, pulled slowly out 
of the town of Ravelins, Wy. T. In the first 
wagon, and in charge of the expedition, was 
a gentleman known as "the coloneV whose 
weather beaten and genial face was aglow 
with the pleasures of anticipation and whose 
wagon was packed with comfortable bedding, 
"grub,", cooking utensils, and last, but not 
least, a varied assortment, consisting of sour 
mash, Martel cigars, tobacco, pipes, rifles, 
etc. Beside fr™ sat John, rotund, smiling 
and evidently content with the world as it is. 


The rear wagon contained 2,000 pounds of 


baled hay and a quantity of rope to be used 
for, lariats, and was manned by a notable 
Jehu, who, the colonel swore, could trans- 
form a Jack rabbit into a pullet, or il the very 
worst should befall them, could broil the 
harness leather BO that it would be as good as 
a tenderloin. 


Three days' traveling carried the party to 


the northern boundary of the Red desert, 
where were waiting the hunters—Wright, 
Chapman and Gomez, a Mexican vaquero. 
Each hunter had a "string" of eight horses. 
Twenty-five dollars was the stipulated price 
of each cilf which should be caught unin- 
jured and bound by the feet. At 4 o'clock on 
the following morning breakfast was an- 
nounced, and at its finish all hands but the 
cook saddled their'—-°s and "bit the trail," 
driving the extra saddle horses before them. 


After quietly riding for an hour Gomez 


called attention to a buffalo trail, and fol- 
lowed it at some distance in advance of tho 
others, carefully watching ahead. The trail 
lead through sage brush, over the plains, 
across innumerable draws, until Gomez 
reached the summit of a low. range of hills, 
when he suddenly wheeled his horse and ro- 
toraed to the party. Instantly all was ex- 
citement; the gama-was in sight One enor- 
mous bull, four cows and three calves were 
browsing, unsuspicious of danger, about half 
a mile away from the party. Fresh horses 
were roped and saddled, and the hunters 
•eparated to surround tho herd with as little 
ioise as possible. At a signal from Wright, 
jiven when each of the hunters had crept as 
Jose as possible, the three horses made a dash 
forward. With a snort of fear the bull threw 
tip his head, and seeing Wright rushing upon 
him he wheeled ia blind terror and plunged 
headlong towards Chapman, whose horeo 
reared and fell backward. 
As Chapman 


swung himself out of the saddle unhurt the 
terrified brute went past him like a cyclone.

Meanwhile Gomez had thrown his ropo 


over a calf, and was in the act of getting ou 
of his saddle to tie the calf's legs when th. 
mother came dashing through the sago brush 
nrith a savage bellowing for her young. As 
the infuriated brute rushed toward him, Go- 
mez dropped his rope and swung his horse 
around, and the cow, finding both Gomez 
and Wright galloping toward her from 
the rear, fled, panic stricken, and her calf 
was secured. By this time the others of the 
herd were a mile away with Chapman flying 
after them. Another calf was run down and 


. 
tied before its mother had sufficiently recov- 
ered from her fright to notice its absence. 
The three hunters then put their horses to a 
gallop to run down the remaining calf. A 
ball hour's hard riding brought them up to 
the band again, but this time under vastly 
different choleric conditions. 


The cows'that had lost their calves were 


furious, and the one whose calf was still with 
her was disposed to fight savagely. Tho calf 
was exhausted by the run and tha cows were 
decidedly vicious. So, giving their horses a 
breathing space, the three hunters separated 
again, coming upon the band from different 
points. As thay approached cautiously, in- 
tending if possible to stampede the herd and 
rope the calf as it fell behind, one of the in- 
furiated cows made a sidelong dash, and in a 
twinkling Wright's long legs wore in the air 
and his horse lay kicking in the sage brush, 
white tho cow was plunging away down the 
plain with the speed of an unlimited ex- 
press. Chapman threw his rope on tho calf, 
and as it bellowed, its mother turned upon 
Chapman, who was forced to drop tho rope 
to avoid a collision which would have been 
certain death. 


Finding her calf free tho cow fled and was 


run away from the calf by Chapman and 
Gomez, while Wright, who had picked him- 
•elf up and got into his saddle again, fol- 
lowed, overtaking the calf, nr.d throwing an- 
other rope over it secured tho last of the 
three/ One of the wagons was brought up 
and the calves loaded into it 
Saddle corses 


were again changed and the party moved the 
camp about twelve miles to a corral, where 
domestic cows were held awaiting their new 
charges. 


The ..folio wing day was spsnt in a fruitless 


March for other buffaloes, but on tho third 
day two other calves were captured, making

Breeding English Pheasants. 


Tho exp«riment of propagating English 


pheasants in this country is proving a sup- 
cess, and it has boeii shown that the birds will 
do well in districts where they can be prop- 
erly protected. The Jekyl Island club, owing 
to the situation of its grounds on an island, 
reports a wonderful increase in its pheasants. 
Seventy-eight birds were originally brought 
over from England. From these birds eggs 
wero obtained. They were placed under com- 
mon barnyard hens to be hatched out, nnd a 
thousand young were obtained. When large 
enough they were turned loose and grew 
rapidly. One hundred more pheasant hens 
are to be brought over from England. It is 
U-iieved that in a short time the club will 
buvo good pheasant shooting. 


Further north trouble has been found in 


raising tho birds, both from tho severity of 
the climate and from outsido hunters. Re- 
peated trials, however, are bound to win, and 
with stricter game laws thero is no reason 
why the bird should not thrive. In the Eouth 
the climate is just right for them. For food 
acorns seem to hit their taste, and they fatten 
rapidly upon tho nut.—New York Timea

AN AFRICAN RAILROAD. 


C. V. Uuntlngton Interested in a Scheme 


to Open Up the Congo Country. 


NEW YOBK, June 17.—Abont £850,000 


has been subscribed to build a railroad be 
tweon Lower Falls, on the Congo river 
and Stanley Pool. How much more will 
be needed is not known this side of tbe At- 
lantic, bnt this aud other information re- 
lating to the pUna for opening tbe Congo 
country, in a practical wuy, will soon be in 
tbe poaessaion of Collis F. Hnntington, 
President of tbe Southern Pacific. Hunt 
ington says he is not in a position to give 
any defloito information about the scheme. 
Surveys of tha route have been made, and 
it seems settled that there is about 3,000 
miles of fairly navigable water above 
Stanley Fool. 


The, length of the railway between tbe 


Fool and tbe Falls is to be 262 miles. He 
was willing to contribute something to kill 
the slave trade, as he had fought slavery 
from boyhood, and was interested in tbe 
scheme from sentimental motives rather 
than financial reasons, 


He would only subscribe an amount 


that he could afford to lose. He did not 
know tow other Americans would look .at 
tbe scheme. Mr. Huntington will sub

We 
gave our first performance under on.- LOW 
name at Eluma, New York, en August 3, 
1881, and have gone on prospering ever 
since. George Thatcher is 42 years old, 
aud when wa met him be had ulteidy made 
a great reputation for his remarkably gsod 
impersonations and funny talks. William 
H. Weet is six months younger than I 
am.

Now I just want 
to say to you that we have no intentisn 
whatever of retiring from being the kings 
of minstrelsy. Of course we three have 
enough money for onr needs, having care- 
fully invested our money in raal estate 
that yields us handsome dividends, but to 
make mon.»y ia not everything. We have 
made a national reputation, are proud of it 
and are going to keep it 
Besides. I believe
